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AUDITOR'S  REPORT. 


BY  FRED  B.  FRENCH 

Persuant  to  the  laws  of  the  statA  requiring  that 
«very  town,  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  shall  choose  one  or 
more  Auditors,  who  shall  carefully  examine  the  accounts 
of  the  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  taxes 
at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  and  at  other  times,  when- 
ever necessary,  and  report  to  the  town  whether  the  same 
are  correctly  cast  and  well  vouched ;  we  would  respect- 
fully report  that  we  have  examined  Collector  Wyman's 
books  and  accounts  and  found  that  he  had  receipts  from 
the  Treasurer  for  all  taxes  collected.  For  the  taxes 
remaining  due,  his  books  t-how  that  they  are  unpaid. 
He  was  allowed  the  abatements  shown  in  his  report  by 
the  Selectmen. 

We  examined  the  Treasurer's  book  and  accounts. 
His  book  shows  a  good  record  of  the  cash  received  by  him 
and  is  correctly  cast.  For  payments  it  appears  that  he 
paid  onlj"  as  ordered  by  the  Selectmen  and  did  so  in  a 
very  pleasing  manner,  especially  so,  where  it  is  evident 
that  the  large  payments  were  made  to  the  corporation 
of  which  he  i«  an  owner  and  Secretary ;  this  corporation 
owns  its  property  in  fee  simple 

We  examined  the  Selectmen's  books  and  accounts 
and  find  them  correctly  cast ;  they  presented  a  fine  appear- 
ance as  Chairman  Towle  is  a  fine  penman. 

It  appeared  that  the  large  sums  of  money  they 
received  from  the  banks,  the  state  and  from  other  sources 
were  paid  to  the  Treasurer  and  proper  receipts  were 
obtained  from  him. 

For  payments  ordered  by  tbem  we,  as  Auditors,  find 
that  several  were  not  "  well "  vouched  as  required  by  our 
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statute.  Three  orders  were  to  pay  Amos  C.  Chase,  Treas- 
iirer,  $70.00  for  the  tuition  of  scholars  attending-  Sanborn 
Seminary.  The  payment  was  made  from  the  town  treas- 
ury. Our  Supreme  Court  gave  a  decision  as  to  who  shall 
pay  these  bills,  which  was:  "That  the  School  District 
rather  than  the  town  is  liable  for  the  high  school  tuition 
under  the  law  of  1901." 

Three  orders  were  given  by  the  Selectmen  to  pay 
the  notes  and  interest  of  ^1,512.50  which  the  town  had 
agreed  to  pay  the  "Barnard  Fund."  By  the  Bar- 
nard Fund  we  understand  is  meant,  Benjamin 
Barnard's  estate.  The  orders  were  issued  by  the  Select- 
men, to  pay  a  Corporation  called  "  Trustees  of  the  Bar- 
nard Free  School,"  and  payment  was  made  to  it  by  the 
treasurer. 

This  money  was  hired  in  war  times  from  the  estate 
of  Benjamin  Barnard.  Previous  to  this  time  the  Exe- 
cutors settled  an  account  in  Probate  Court  and  a  balance 
of  over  ^4,000. 00  was  decreed  to  be  remaining  in  the  Exe- 
cutors' hands  by  the  Judge.  They  were  under  $10,000.00 
bonds  for  its  care. 

A  recent  letter  from  the  Register  of  Probate  informs 
us  "  that  no  trustees  have  ever  qualified  "  for  this  estate. 
Although  the  said  Corporation,  of  quite  similar  name, 
was  formed  several  years  after  Mr.  Barnard's  death  it  is 
well  to  note  that  Mr.  Barnard  did  not  give  it  a  single 
cent  of  his  fund  or  estate. 

It  is  also  well  to  note  the  decisions  of  our  Supreme 
Court  in  such  cases.  In  the  case  of  Hayes  vs.  Hayes, 
Chief  Justice  Perley  said  :  "  until  there  had  been  a  set- 
tlement, and  some  decree  showing  that  this  fund  was  in 
the  hands  of  the  trustees,  they  couicl  nor  be  chargeable 
with  the  fuods  as  trustees." 

|^rfei^"The  Executors  cannot  be  charged  as  Trustees 
until  they  are  dischnrged  as  Executors." 

At  the  time  of  the  hiring  of  this  money  it  is  impor- 
tant to  notice  with  what  care  the  executor,  Abel  Brown, 
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loaned  it ,  l)e  made  the  note  payable  to  "  The  Barnard 
Fund  "  only  the  usual  words  :  or  bearer — or  order — were 
not  used  in  the  note.  The  wise  caution  made  the  note 
payable  to  him  only,  as  executor.  Mr.  Brown  lived  till 
1878  but  never  made  a  final  settlement  in  Court  of  this 
estate  remaiuing-  in  his  hands.  A  few  years  ago  the  town 
by  a  vote  of  ei^ht  to  one  expressed  their  desire  to  have 
legal  persons  now  to  care  for  this  estate. 

It  has  I  eea  said  that  the  aet  of  the  legislature  in 
granting  this  said  corporation  gave  them  power  to  take 
Mr.  Barnard's  funds. 

But  this  is  not  so  in  a  celebrated  case  involving  this 
question,  before  the  United  Stated  court,  the  great  John 
Marshall  was  one  of  the  judges,  the  decision  was  :  "That 
a  school  established  for  education  generally,  does  not 
pere  make  it  a  public  corporation,  liable  to  the  legisla- 
ture." 

In  1881  I  assisted  in  having  the  Religious  History 
of  the  town,  by  furnishing  historical  papers,  B.  R.  Jewell 
wrote  the  book.  We  were  able  to  show  that  the  gospel 
funds,  of  old,  had  been  seized  and  by  a  defacto  process 
distributed  in  1843  to  the  inhabitants.  Page  66  shows 
that  Mr.  Jewell  wrote  that  this  was  a  great  wrong.  A 
far  greater  wrong  is  this  act  of  the  Selectmen  in  paying 
"  The  Barnard  Fund  "  to  a  private  corporation.

NOTE. 

As  one  of  our  Auditors,  Mr.  Frederick  B.  French 
has  made  an  adverse  report,  we  think  there  is  need  of 
some  explanatirn. 

By  a  vote  of  the  town  at  the  last  annual  election  the 
Selectmen  were  authorized  to  pay  l^oOO  on  the  p'incipai 
of  a  note  given  by  the  town  to  the  trustees  of  the  Barcard 
Free  School  Fund  Feb.  16th,  1893. 

There  has  been  more  or  less  objection  by  Mr.  French 
about  paying  the  interest  on  this  note,  Mr.  French  claim- 
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insr  tliat  the  trustees  of  the  Barnard  Free  scliool  have  no 
right  to  the  custody  of  Benjamin  Barnard's  money. 

Such  able  lawyers  as  Judge  Leavitt,  Judge  Wiggin, 
Hon.  J.  S.  H.  Frink  and  Atty.  Gen.  Eastman  have  given 
in  their  decision  that  they  have  a  right  to  hold  it  under 
an  act  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

The  Selectmen  anticipating  that  there  would  be 
objection  by  Mr.  French  to  any  form  in  which  this 
money  might  be  paid  to  the  persons  to  whom  the  Note 
was  given  (and  the  Selectmen  could  not  pay  to  any  one 
else)  showed  the  Note  also  the  Will  of  the  donor 
Benjamin  Barnard  and  the  Act  under  which  the  said 
Trustees  were  incorporated  to  one  of  the  ablest 
lawyers  in  the  State  who  made  the  form  of  the  draft  on 
the  Town  Treasuer  used  by  the  Selectmen  for  the  part 
payment  of  principal  as  was  also  for  interest  on  Note 
as  was  also  the  remainder  of  said  Note  upon  the  demand 
of  said  Trustee^. 

Mr.  French  also  objects  to  the  orders  No.  VI,  23, 
and  25  in  payment  of  tutition  of  scholars  at  Sanborn 
Seminary. 

By  a  vote  of  the  town  the  Selectmen  were  instructed 
to  pay  for  this  tutition  out  of  the  town's  money  as  has 
been  the  custom  for  years  past. 

This  Mr.  French  claims  the  selectmen  have  no 
right  to  do  though  the  town  may  have  instructed  them 
to  do  so. 

The  selectmen  have  acted  impartially  and  carefully 
for  tli3  interests  of  the  town  in  order  to  avoid  any 
further  exiDense  to  the  town.
